dangerous moments, some of them laid to 
be of a prodJgfious lire, and null leeches,

The inhabitants of Ceylon may be divided 
into foot distinct nations, all different in 
origin, religion, and manners theSingafese, 
the Hindoos, the Morn, and the Vedabs. 
The Sinhalese derive their origin from Shun, 
their language and religion (Bodhiits) being 
the same as the Siamese they form the 
mail of population in Candy and along the 
a and aw coast. They appear to l>e in- 
structed n ail the arts of cavil hfe, nearly 
in as high a degree u the nations of the 
neighbouring continent. Though they ac- 
knowledge a supreme God they worship 
only the inferior deities, among which they 
reckon the sun and moon In their temples 
are images, well executed, though their 
figures are monstrous some an of silver 
copper Ac. The different sorts of gods 
have various priests, who have all some pn 
vilege*. Their bouse# are amah and low 
with walls made of hurdles smoothly co- 
vered with day and the roofs thatched. 
They have no chimneys, and their furniture 
is only a few earthen vessels, with two 
copper basins, and two or three stools 
Thor feed s chiefly nee and curry but 
the higher ranks use a variety of cu tea, 
and eat animal food. There are some in 
scriptural on the rocks, which must h very 
ancient* for they are not understood by anv 
of tie present inhabitants. The H ndoos 
are from the same stuck as those on the 
opposite continent; they psead along the 
X coast, and over the x end of die island. 
The Mows an not from die Mogul tribe, 
but the descendants of those Arabs that for 
maty conquered many seaports and islands 
in India they are dispersed in every part, 
bat least among the Hindoos. The Vedaha, 
by all appearance, are the only indigenous 
Batson and are still a the rudest stage of 
social life they occupy the extensive fo- 
rests and jungles on the »x side of the 
Island, between the mountains and the sea 
hunting thmr inis employment, and pro. 
vidiag for the day thei only care. Some of 
them exchange with the Shagalese, honey 
wax, and the skins and dried flesh of deer 
for arrow-heads, doth Ac. but this prac- 
tice is not general, for two-th rds of them 
hold no communication with the Singalese, 
and have an utter antipathy to strangers. 
Most of them have do fixed abode, living 
in psfra in forests, and u thesr habits more 
rosanb Hn g beaaU of prey than men; others 
live m huts made of the berk of trees, but 
are also of a wild and savage appearance 
they wear no clothes, only a scrap of doth 
hanging In front, fastened by a string tied 
round the kins, and seem to be ignorant of 
ergtyart. They hare no idea of a supreme 


being nor of a future rtate, but believe in 
the existence of evil demons, and make 
offerings to them when in misfortune or 
K tineas ; and when any one dies the body 
is thrown into the jungle. The Portuguese, 
in 1606, were the first Europeans who 
settled in Ceylon ; but the Dutch drove 
them away in I860, and soon established 
themselves on all the principal places aioag 
the coast. In 1786 Hie Dutch settlements 
were conquered by the British, and finally 
ceded to them by the peace of Amiens. In 
1803 they were constituted a royal govern 
raent, untnedi tely under tbs directum of 
the crown In 1816 the kingdom of Candy 
was subd led, and the nhole island became 
subject to Britain The principal places 
are Colombo and Tnncomalee. See Candy

prince can acquire is that of being the first 
of the nation to <&anze the enemy The 
princes are not to be distinguished in thus 
of peace from the nobles, or even from the 
peasants their food and dress are the same, 
and their houses little better The nobles, 
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chosen by tbepnnces from the inferior class, 
■re the officers of the prinoe, and the ex.

The number of houses m 
Constantinople is prodigious but, in ge- 
neral, they sre mean, and all of them cm 
structed of wood, and the roof covered 
with jhui tikes The public eAihces alone 
are built of auwonry in a err solid manner 
The streets are narrow hudly paved and 
dirty and the people are h fested witl the 
plague almost every year The inhabitants, 
estimated at 620 000, ate half Tu ks, two- 
tlurdf of the other half Greeks and Amu 
maos and the rest Jews and Franks. He e 
are s great number at ancient monuments 
•till remaining particularly the superb tem- 
ple of 6t Sophia, built m the sixth century 
which s converted nto a mosque, and will 
contain 100 00 0 persons conveniently The 
mosque of sultan Soivmiui may fairly vie 
with the ancient St Sophia and that of 
sultan Achmet is, without exception, the 
finest building the Turks ever raised The 
Hppodrome near the latter mosque, u a 
great square for public duemons In the 
aty are numerous khans, which are large 
buildings of one or two stories, enclosing 
square courts with ranges of atone porticos 
round the ground and first floors, which 
communicate with the chambers, all sepa- 
rate, and are employed by merchants to 
lodge themselves and their goods. The 
bazaars resemble a row of booths in a fair 
and others a street of shops, which ant 
severally al luted to particular trades and 
merchan d is e The bezesteins are Luge 
squa e 1 adding* covered with domes, sup 
ported { y arcades, and contain all sorts of 
nch and valuable goods, which are here ex- 
posed to sale.

first irruption of the Mohamedans vh la 
the year 1000 From this period the pro- 
vinces of Hmdostan ware held rather as tn 
hutary kingdoms than as province* of the 
same empire and the conquest of the Dec- 
can, in particular was for ages an object of 
considerable importance to the emperors 
In 1389 the Mogul Tartars, under the con 
duct of Timur or Tamerlane, invaded H n 
doetan but the conquest of the country 
was not effected til 1625 by sultan Baber 
one of his descendants who, from this or 
cumstance, was the founder of the Mogul 
dynasty and hence Hmdostan has been 
called the Mogul empire its chief the Great 
Mogul, and its inhabitants Mongols. The 
illustrious A char his son, failed in his at- 
tack upon the Deccan i an attempt in which 
nuutv of Ins successors were equally nnfor 
t unate and which tended, n the sequel, to 
tho decline and dissoluuoa of the empire 
In 1616, emperor Jehangmr his son re- 
reived « r Thomas Roe, as the fi ut En- 
glish Ambassador and the Portuguese 
had by this tune acquired considerable set- 
tlements in Bengal aud Gujerat, I the 
reign of his grandson Aurengtebe wh ch 
lasted from 1060 to 1707 the empire t- 
tained its full extent his « thanty reached 
from 10 to S3 degrees in Lt. and nearly an 
much m Lg and hi* revenue exceeded 
32,000 000/ sterling But a tli* course uf 
60 vears after h s death a succession of 
weak princes w d wicked ministers reduced 
this astonishing empire to very narrow li- 
mits, and deprived it of all its power and 
splendour In consequence of the intrigues 
of the mzam of tbe Deccan, Nadir Shah the 
Persian usurper invaded Hindustan in 1 738. 
The weak emperor Mohamed Shah threw 
himself on the clemency of the invader 
who entered Delhi and demanded thirty 
nullum* sterling bv way of ransom. Nadir 
afterwards evacuated Delh and left the 
ni zam in possession of the whole remaining 
power of the empire, which he sacrificed to 
his own views in the Deccan where he 
established an independent kingdom Mo 
ha mod Shah died in 17 47 having seen the 
Carnatic and Bengal become hkew ee nde- 
pecdent, under their respective nabobs 
also an independent state formed by the 
JRohillas (a tribe from the mountains be- 
tween India and Persia) on the X of the 
Ganges within 30 m of Delhi; and the 
kingdom of Candahar erected by Abdalla, 
one of the generals of Nadir ghah Ahmed 
Shah the son of Mohamed, succeeded m 
whose reign the entire division of the 
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empire took place, nothing remaning to 
the house of Tamerlane but the dty and 
small territory of Delhi. The last imperial 
army was defeated by the RohiUas in 1749- 
The Jats, a Hindoo tribe, founded a stats 
In Am Oitde was se sed by Mohamed 
Kouli and the Mahiattaa, b aside their art- 
dent domains n the Deocan, obtained great 
part of Malwah Gujerat, Berar and Orissa. 
The Mogul empire was now become merely 
nominal and the emperors, from tins pe- 
riod must be regarded at of no political 
consequence, otherwise than a* their names 
and persons Were made use of by different 
parties to promote their own views for 
the name and person of the emperor retains 
a considerable degree of veneration among 
the b ilk of the people in Hindestan. 
Ahmed was deposed m 1763 and his sue 
cessor was deposed and murdered in 1730 
He was succeeded 1 owever by hjs son Shah 
Ahlum, who was alternately dependent on 
the contending j towers and more partial 
larly upou the Rnglieh, who obtained from 
him a grant of the provinces of Bengal, 
Bah&r Orissa and the Clears. This 
prince died n 1800, and was succeeded by 
his tun A cl er Shah Hindustan non- 
consists of 3 principal state*, which hold 
as trb tanes, or feudatories numerous 
inferior statos.

that f the Negros. With respect to shape, 
carnage, and every motion, their wlvole ap 
pearance ndicates 1 ealth and content. Not. 
onlv tlxe men but the woman also, ar« 
clothed with sheep-duns tire wool being- 
worn outward in aumnre and inward ini 
w nter Thev wear one skm over theSr- 
shoulders tlie ends of it crossing each other- 
before, and leaving their neck bare another 
is fastened round their middle, and reachew 
down to their knees. They besmear thar 
bodies all over with fat, in which a Iritis* 
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loot ii mixed ; and they are likewise per- 
fumed witt a rank and aromatic powder of 
herb*. They are excellent iwimman and 
divers, and practise bathing several tune* in 
the day The women br»4 or plait their 
hair and adorn themselves with necklace* 
of sheila. They seldom content themselves 
with one covering but almost always have 
two the outermost frequently adorned 
with glass lieads strung in different figures. 
Both the men and women generally go 
bareheaded and seldom wear any shoes. 
Neither then- ears nor nose are adorned 
with any pendant ornaments bat the nose 
is sometimes marked with s black streak of 
soot or with s large spot of red lead of 
which latter on high da vs they likewise 
put a 1 ttle Od thei cheeks. Both sexes 
wear rings on their arms and legs, chiefly 
made of thick leather strap*, cut In a circu- 
lar shape but rings of mm copper o 
brass of the sue of a goose ~qi ill are con si 
dered more genteel. Oirli are not allowed 
to use any rings till thev ore marriageable. 
Their hat rations aro adapted to then* wan 
daring pastoral life. They are meralv huts, 
resembh g a ound beeh ve from 18 to 4 
feet in diameter and so km tliat a middle, 
sued man cannot stand pnght iu them 
But neither the lowness of the hut, nor that 
of the door which t barely 3 feet high can 
he considered at any ruxmremence to a 
Hottentot, who finds no difficulty n stoop- 
ing and crawl ag on all-fours, and i more 
inclined to lie down than stand.

and their whole countenance exhint ng 
Wrong symptoms of suspicion and appre- 
hension Their weapon* are poisoned 
arrows, shot from a small bow and thev 
will Vi t a wild animal, with a tolerable do- 
me of certainty at a d stance of 100 paces 
The effett of the poison is such that they 
(re sure to find the animal in a quarter of 
an hmir either absolutely dead or stunned 
and powerless To kill it entirely to cut 
out die poisoned pan, and to begin devour 
log the prey are acts that follow each other 
with the utmost rapidity nor is the spot 
quitted nil the last bone is cleared. The 
She is doa* by an; domestic cattle they ca 
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steal and drive away from their more ci- 
vilised neighbours, for they never keep any 
animal al ve for the space of" one night. 
Thei habitations are not more agreeable 
than their manners and maxim* bushes 
holes made in the ground and clefts in 
rocks, serve them bv turns for dwellings.

Masquerades gaming horte-recee 
without riders, and conversations or assem- 
blies, are the chief diversions of the Italians, 
excepting religious exhibitions, in which 
they are pompous beyond all other nations. 
There are 41 archbishoprics m Italy but 
the bishoprics are too indefinite to be 
enumerated the pope creating or suppress 
ng them as he pleases.

The higher 
classes wear a vest, a jacket with long 
sleeves and pantaloons and these, with 
the doth round the waist, are made of finer 
materials. The emperor and sultan are 
habited much in the European fashion, and 
on public occasion* they wear a velvet hat 
or cap of a particular form, somewhat differ 
cat at each court.

The better sort wear coats of stuff 
or silk, with a wide surcoat of sheep making, 
and a cap of the same Their weapons are 
the scimitar lance, bow and fire-arms In 
winter they are obliged to cross the river 
and hve on the bare plains of Astracan 
where their only firing id the dned dung 
of the cattle and the cattle them* el -es 
starving on the scanty produce of a desert 
In spring their former habitation on the K 
Side of the river » overflowed for near a 
month by the melting of the snow and 
when the water subsides they swim their 
loaded camels and cattle over the river 
where the mterveinig islands make the 
passage easiest. When they go upon an 
expedition every one takes a sheep with 
him for his provision, and three horses, 
which he rides alternately and when any 
one of them foils, they lull t and divide the 
flesh, p tt ng pieces of it under their saddle, 
and after nding some time upon it, they 
eat t without further preparation. Their 
kib bets, e tents, are round, with a fire in 
the middle nd a hole at the top to let out 
the smoke on which is a knne that can be 
turned against the wind The tents can 
be enlarged or contracted at pleasure thar 
sides being made of wicker work and the 
cross sticks jointed fo folding together or 
extending and they are oovere i over with 
thick felt, more or less, acctuding as the 
season s cold or warm.

Those people live n huts in the form of 
tei is, covered u ith briars be k linen, turf 
coarse doth ielt, or romdeer-aklns and 
the door is of felt made like two curtains 
that oj en asi ndta Thev are not able ti 
stand upright in these huts hut constantly 
ui upon their heels round the fire At 
night they he down qu te naked and to 
separate the apartments, place upright st iks 
at small distances. They cover themselves 
with their clothes, and in winter put their 
feet into a fur bog Their household fur 
zuture consists of iron or coppd kettles 
wooden cups, bowls, spoons and somet raes 
tin or even silver basin to these may be 
added thmr implements of fishing and hunt 
ing That thev mat not tarry such snm 
her of things w th them m their exc nrsiceu, 
they have, at certain distances m the forests 
httle huts placed upon the trunk of a tree 
cut oil; at about tbe height of six feet In 
which thev keep thmr goods and prom on* 
and though they are never fastened yet 
are they never plundered In their dress 
they use tu linen. The men wear panta- 
loons, reaching down to their shoes, which 
are made of an tanned skin, painted and 
turned up before. Their doublet, or dose 
garment, ib made of sheep-skin, with the 
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wool on, tie woolly ride being Inward s it 
ins a high collar made stiff with cloth 
neatly worked with different coloured 
thread! and extending a little way down 
the breast. Over this they wear a loose 
coat of coarse doth, or of the skin of the 
reindeer the shirts of which reach down to 
the knees, and it is fastened round them by 
a leathern girdle, ornamented with plates of 
tin Mr brass.

they areacto f vigorous, and strong though 
general! v lean- The women, such as h v© 
been seen have reft and pleasing voices 
and seem n« to he destitute of modesty 
The men display great personal bravery on 
tile appearance of any danger but, with all 
their courage they are much afraid of a 
musket. They seem verv little given to 
thieving m oampansan with the inhabit- 
ants of most of the islands in the Southern 
ocean but they are ever ready to commit 
depredations on the Indian corn whenever 
there is a probability of their attempts 
proving successful They are very expert 
at throwing their javelins, and will hit a 
mark at a considerable distance. Their 
number seems to be few in comparison to 
the extent of the country ; and they «ex 
tainly bum their dead. The jealousy of 
the Europeans, which originally existed has 
now entirely vanished; mad the proximity 
of a civil used colony has in some degree 
tended to soften their native rudeness and 
barbarism.

demoli sh ed by the people, in the beginning 
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of the revolution, in 1789. The university 
founded by Chariee-the-Fat consists of 4 
facufcimj namely divinity the civil and 
canon law physic, and the sciences. Among 
the public libraries, that called tha Royal 
holds the first rank in respect both to the 
extant of the buildings, and the number of 
volumes. The royal observatory is built of 
freestone, and neither iron nor wood has 
been employed in the motion.

these two men, and while they continue in 
favour with a tyrant their authority is 
without control.

The 
standing nny of the empire consists of the 
king g body guard, about 10 000 men, and

In 1701 howe "er the 
king and the nation n concu rente, almost 
unanimously and without auy foreign in- 
tervention established another constitution 
By this the evils of an elective raonartJ y 
were avoided the throne being declared 
hereditary in the house of Saxony The 
rights and privileges of all orders in the 
rej ullic (the king, the nol les, the citizens 
and the peasants) were alike equ tably con 
milted and it seemed to be formed agree- 
ably to tie universal wish of the naten 
A few of the nobihty however discontented 
at the generous sacrifice of acme of their 
privileges, repaired to the court of Russia 
and their representations concurmng with

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an army Into Poland undo? pretext of

Such multiplied 
oppression* at last roused the spirit of the 
nation General Kosciusko appeared in 
1794 at the head of a Polish army and wa* 
successful, at first, against the king of 
Prussia but was defeated and taken pn 
*oner In the sequel by the Russians, who 
soon after took the capital, Warasaw*. The 
king formally resigned his crown at Grodno 
in 1795 and was afterward removed to 
Petersburg where he remained a kind of 
state prisoner tQl h» death in 1798- 
Thus Poland became of no political 
existence as a kingdom; far the whole 
of the country was divided among 
the three partitioning powers Aus- 
tria had a part of Little Poland and the 
greeter part of Red Rj psia and Podoha, 
"which it now called the kingdom of Galina ; 
Prussia bad Great Poland, Pol sh Prussia, 
a small part of Lithuania, and Podla- 
chift and. Russia had Samogitia the 
remainder of Lithuania, Volb ilia, and 
Podolia In 1800 the French obtained 
possession of the Pruss an part, and by the 
trtatv of Tilsit it was given to Saxonv to 
he held under the t tie of the duchy-of 
Ransaws. It was so retained till 1816 
when the congress of Vienna un ted t to 
tha empire of Russ a, with the exception of 
the duchy -of-Pceen, restored to Prussia { 
and the emperor assumed the t tie of king 
of Poland.

kinds. T heir weapons are spears, daggers, 
dubs, and slings and for armour they wear 
strong mats which are not easily penetrated 
Human sacrifices are here practised not 
only at the commencement of a war or aig 
nal enterprise, but on the death of every 
considerable chief The inhabitants are of 
a mild and affectionate disposition and n 
hospitality to strangers they ate not ex- 
ceeded by those of the F irodly islands.

Their principal food is rice, and the 
frugal repast is followed by fruit and cold 
water , which are mi receded by hot coffee 
and pipes with tobacco. With opium they 
procure what they call a kuf or placid in 
toxicataon. Chess and droughts are fa- 
vourite games and the coffee houses and 
bathi furnish other sources of stnnmnait 
W arm-bathing » a frequent practice and 
an amusing pastime but with all tbmr 
ablutions neither the men nor the women 
an remarkable for cleanliness, as the nr 
tides of dress next to the body are rarely 
washed Their active diversion* consist in 
shooting at a mark, and tilting with darte, at 
which they are very expert, and soma of 
high rank are fond of hunting Polygamy is 
allowed among them, and the law permits 
four wives lint they generally have only 
one because of the expense, every wife being 
entitled to an establishment of her own. 
The fair sex here are kept under a ngnr 
on« confinement the Arabic word Aorma, 
which signifies a sacred or prohibited thing 
s, in its fullest sense used both of the ha- 
bitation of the women and of the women 
themselves. The Turks believe in one 
God, and that his groat prophet is Moha- 
med they appropriate to themselves the 
name of Moombmn (corrupted to Mussel - 
men), signifying persons professing the doc- 
trine of Mohamed which he calls Isbon- 
mn. Drinking wine Is prohibited by this 
prophet in tbeKharaa yet the Turks make 
use of it occasionally without any scruple j 
though, instead of it they generally use 
sherbet, a Liquor made pf honey, spire*, and 
the juice of fnutl In thear demeanour the 
Turks are grave, sedate and passive hut, 
when agitated by passion, furious, raging 
and ungovernable and in matters of re- 
hgion, tenacroos, mperstitioui, and moraee. 
Though they seem hardly capable of much 
benevolence, or even humanity towarji 
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Jew* Christians, nr any who differ from 
them ob refigico* topic* ytt they are far 
from bamg vtj«d of affection for those of 
their own rebgkm- The morel* of the 
Asiatic Turk* ere far preferable to those of 
the European. They expend great rum* 
on. caravansaries and fountain*, net only m 
the town*, bot in the country and other so- 
litary places for the refreshment of travel- 
Jen and labourers. They are charitable 
toward strangers, let their religion be what 
It will and no nation suffers adversity with 
greater patience. The Turks, in general, 
are an indolent race, except in a military 
capacity and disinclined to ndustry and 
trade. They content themselves with ma- 
nufacturing cotton stuffs, carpets leather 
and soap and the most valuable of their 
commodities, such as nlk a variety of drug* 
and dyeing stuffs, are generally exported 
without giving them much additional value 
by their own labour The internal com- 
merce of the empire is very inconsiderable 
and chiefly managed by Jews and Arm©- 
mentans. The sultan of Turkey or grand 
aignior u absolute master of the goods and 
bveeofhit subjects, insomuch that they are 
3 ttle better than slaves. The grand vizier 
is the chief next the emperor but it is a 
dangerous place, for he often takes off their 
heads. Though the grand sigiuur has such 
great power he seldom extends it to per- 
sona m private hie for these may remain 
aa quiet as in any other pert of the world 
The nobility among the Turks are the 
chief military officer*, Judges, and priests. 
The bcglerbegs, or vice-roys, the pachas, 
or governors, the sangiacs or deputy go- 
vernors, and the officers of state are m ge- 
neral, the children of Christian parents, 
who are commonly taken in war or pur 
dm*ed The Turks have always very nu 
memos armies on foot. The tr butory 
princes are obliged to send auxiliaries The 
whole Turkish army exceeds 300 000 men

V esice a superb aty of Austria, in Italy 
capital of territory \ emce. In the 4th cen 
tury when Attila, king of the Huns, ravaged 
the x part of Italy manv of the inhabitants 
abandoned the country and retired into the 
islands of the Adnatic-sea, now called the 
gulf-of Venice. These islands being near 
each other they found means to join them 
by driving piles on the sides, and forming 
the channels into oanals on which they 
built houses, and thus the dty of Venice 
had to beginning It fa the see of a pa- 
triarch, and stands on 73 1 ttle islands, about 
6 m from the mainland in I kind of laguna 
or lake, separated from the gulf-of Venice 
by some islands, at a few miles distance.

contained the apartments of the doge, hells 
and chambers for the senate, and the dif- 
ferent councils and tribunals, and an tu- 
rn oury m which a great number of musket* 
were kept, ready charged, that the nobles 
might arm themselves on any sudden in- 
surrection. Ihe arsenal is a fortification, 
3 m in compass, containing ■ great quantity 
of nos for foot and horse arranged in an 
ornamental manner and every convenience 
for building ships casting cannons making 
cablet sails, anchors Ac The handsome 
structure called H-Fontica-dl Tedeschi, con- 
taining 28 shops and 100 rooms, is that 
where the Berman merchants lay their 
commodities The bank of Venice is sup- 
posed to he the first of the kind in Europe, 
after the model of winch those of Amater 
dam and Hamburg were est abli she d. In 
this city a famous carnival is held from 
Christmas till Ash Wednesday in all which 
tame libertinism reigns through the city 
and thousands of foreigners frequent it 
from all parts of Europe.

It was formerly an imperial city and is one 
of the best built In tnis country but the 
streets are narrow The cathedral was 
founded by Charlemagne, and u adorned 
with s statue of that emperor Tbe two 
divisions of Zur oh are called the old town 
and the suburb* the former is surrounded 
by the same battlements and towers that 
existed in the thirteenth oentury the 
latter is strengthened by fortifications in the 
modern style. In one of the towers n a 
celebrated observatory The arsenal is 
wall supplied with cannon, ammunition, and 
muskets, and the town house is a magni- 
ficent edihee. It has an orphan house a 
hosp tsl for the sick of all nations, which 
usually contains about 600 patients, and 
the Almosea-Amt, or foundation of the poor 
which puts out children ns apprentices, and 
distributes money clothes, and books of de- 
votion, to poor persons. The manufactures 
are crapes, muslins, cottons, linens and 
silk handkerchiefs. Zurich was taken by 
the French in 1798, and retaken by the 
Austrians the year following, but the latter 
were soon obliged to evacuate it, on the 
French gaining 8 decisive victory over the 
Austro-Russian army near this city It is
